N March 2 Popo Pius XH will celcbrate his 82nd birthday ond will begin the 


20th ycar of his pontificate. 


The choice of his sucecssor—of the deopest signi- 


ficance to Roman Catholics and of interest to Christians everywhere—might have 
such wido political consequence as to compel the attention of heads of government. 


A new Pope is elected by 
a small group of men, the 
Cardinals, who are — the 
senior prelates of — the 
Roman. Catholic Church. 


At full strength-thelr number 
is 70, but nt the moment there 
pre only 57, Fourteen of them, 
pormanently resident In Rome, 
are the Pope's chief advisers. 


These men will assemble in 
the Sistine Chapel ‘of the 
Vatican Palace, in a conclave 
ro seeret that the very doors to 
their apartment are bricked in, 
Together they will choose the 
ubsulute, spiritual ruler of 
400,000,000 people. 


An Italian? 


And whom will they choose? 
If they conform with tradition 
they ‘will choose an Italian 
cardinal, It, 1s more than 400 
vers siace the Pope was not an 
Ttallun, and nearly 600 years 
since anyone ‘was clected from 
cutside the College of Cardinals, 


Most of the Italian cardinals 
are already climinated by 
reason of their advanced age, 
and of the remainder only two 
are really ,outstanding—Lerawro 
and Siri. .

He belongs not to 
the Latin but to the Armenian 
rite, and never in history has‘a 
Pope been chosen from outside 
the Latin observance, These 
Armenians hold the same belicf 
as other Roman Catholics ond 
neeept the supremacy of the 
Pope, but they have thelr own 
lt and customs, one of 


which is that their priests may 


be married. 


Agagianian, with his intlmate 
knowledge of Russian and Asia 
Minor, a prodigious gift for 
languages, and a long residence
